If you are one of the users of our 2 meter repeaters in the greater 
Anchorage / Cook Inlet area, you may have noticed that the quality and 
reliablity of our repeater systems is not anywhere up to the level! of 
performance of days and years past. 


For example; the present site for the 146.34/94mhz machine way up 
high and tucked back into a mountain valley at a site that is so full of 
interference that its receiver for all practical use seems unaccesable unless 
you are on high power, using a gain outside antenna and are in just the right 
spot. My case in point is not being able to reach the repeater while standing 
out at the Anchorage Airport with a Icom O2AT handitalkie on 5 watt high power 
In our recent past with many of the same players/HAMs on and in our technical 
crews, we had 34/94 coverage at the Airport, Downtown, South of town and out the 
Glenn highway past the Fort Rich overpass. 


The present 147.90/30mhz machine at 4,000 ft. up on Site Summit, at present 
is plagued with interference so much of the time, that even using 10 watts into 
a quarter wave 2 meter whip mounted on top of my VAN while runing mobile on 
International Airport Road in plain view of the repeater site, the interference 
(at times) is rendering the 90/30 machine again unusable for ham radio 
communications. If you try to use a hand held portable during an emergency, 
you are just out of luck. 


My final point is that our repeater systems seem to no longer reliably serve 
2 HAM RADIO Community. 


How will our repeater systems serve the Public in time of Emergency???? 


Is the volunteer technical staff so over worked that they no longer have any 
quality time to devote to the complex technical problems that are down grading 
our systems??? What really is the problem/problems that need to be solved? 


As KL7HFM has pointed out,,,,Available money does not seem to be one of the 
problems. 


Perhaps some ham in town has some space on a ham tower that could be used!!! 
Lets do something to get the repeater systems back up to performance. 
The 1990/91 Winter season is already here.

Early in April, investigators returned to Washington and met with 
Justice Department officials for another review of the case and a 
recommendation. On April 12, a Justice Department memorandum recounting 
the evidence in the case was circulated and on April 15, in an apparent 
show of his own eagerness, Attorney General Clark attached a covering 
letter on which he noted, "let's expedite consideration. Do we need 
anything further?" Investigators, on April 20, recommended the case be put 
before a grand jury. 

In recommending the case be put before a grand jury, the investigators 
conveniently overlooked several well established facts. First, 
investigators had still not located the required 2 witnesses of Toguri 
d'Aquino's broadcasts. Yagi and his friend had been located, however the 
friend had not yet agreed to testify publicly. Second, although 
investigators relied heavily upon statements of Toguri d'Aquino's former 
colleagues, Cousens and Ince, they used the statements only to prove that 
Toguri d'Aquino broadcast for the Japanese during the war and conveniently 
swept aside the mitigating and ulterior motives which Cousens and Ince had 
in choosing Toguri d'Aquino as the announcer. Third, investigators 
believed, but had not yet proven, a sufficient number of ex-soldiers would 
testify the morale had been lowered by Toguri d'Aquino's broadcasts. If 
not, investigators still adhered to the theory the government was duty 
bound to prosecute on the grounds, "that the mere act of broadcasting 
popular music and indulging in friendly chatter was intended to, and did, 
hold an audience to which the Japanese could broadcast propaganda." This 
theory it was asserted met the Constitutional requirement of aid and 
comfort to the enemy required for treason prosecution. 

The Justice Department now found itself between the proverbial rock 
and a hard place. On one hand, it was under extreme public and political 
pressure to prosecute, and on the other hand, U.S. military intelligence 
and earlier Justice Department recommendations had cleared Toguri d'Aquino 
of intentional wrong doing and released her from custody in 1946. In 
desperate need of an objective opinion, the Justice Department turned to 
its resident treason expert, Thomas DeWolfe. DeWolfe had been employed by 
the Justice Department since 1927 and had most recently been a member of 
the prosecution team in the treason trials of Douglas Chandler and Robert 
H. Best, both of whom were convicted of giving aid and comfort to the Nazis 
during World War Il. DeWolfe's report on the Toguri d'Aquino case tore 
apart recommendations for prosecution. In it, he noted Toguri d'Aquino's 
colleagues, Cousens and Ince, were in charge of the "ZERO HOUR" radio 
program and both had been extensively investigated, however their 
respective governments had refused prosecution. He went on to state, 
Cousens and Ince would be prime witnesses and would testify that Toguri 
d'Aquino's broadcasts had neither military nor propaganda value and that 
she personally endeavored to make sure no propagandistic material found its 
way into her scripts. They would also testify that Toguri d'Aquino was the

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only woman, white or Japanese, whom they could trust not to betray their 
attempts to sabotage any Japanese attempts to use the program for 
propaganda. DeWolfe continued, Cousens and Ince would claim they picked 
Toguri d'Aquino because her masculine voice would have little appeal to 
Allied soldiers in the Pacific. DeWolfe argued, with Cousens and Ince as 
prosecution witnesses, the defense would need none. Overall argued 
DeWolfe, with the level of trust the Japanese held for Cousens and Ince and 
the level of authority they held over the "ZERO HOUR" broadcasts, these two 
men were equally, if not more, culpable as Toguri d'Aquino, however they 
had been cleared of any charges. DeWolfe completely dismissed the scripts 
of the broadcasts as totally innocuous with little if any, entertainment 
value. He also explained, the paid story secured in 1945 by correspondents 
Brundidge and Lee would looked upon skeptically by a jury who would doubt 
Toguri d'Aquino gave it of her own free will. DeWolfe's recommendation? 

He found insufficient evidence for a prima facie case, basing his opinion 
upon a recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling in 1945, stating in order to 
support a treason conviction, the accused overt acts must be accompanied by 
an intention to betray. On May 27, 1948 a memo containing DeWolfe's 
comments was passed to Attorney General Tom Clark for his recommendation. 
His response jolted everyone in the bureaocracy familiar with the case - 
"prosecute it vigorously" were his instructions. 

After the decision to prosecute and in an attempt to counter DeWolfe's 
devastating recommendation, the Attorney General turned to Frederick B. 
Wiener employed in the Solicitor General's Office. He, like DeWolfe, had 
participated in the Nazi broadcasting cases. In July 1948, after reviewing 
the case, Wiener recommended both Toguri d'Aquino and Ince be presented to 
a grand jury. Although he admitted the cases were uncertain, he felt 
innocence was questionable enough to warrant an attempted prosecution. The 
summary and recommendation of the case which Wiener presented to the 
Attorney General ended interdepartmental hesitation concerning prosecution. 
Less than 3 weeks later, the Justice Department received a letter from the 
U.S. District Attorney in the Canal Zone describing how he, if chosen, 
would present the case to a grand jury. This man was none other than Tom 
DeWolfe. Although DeWolfe disagreed with Wiener's assessment of the case, 
he had ultimately succumbed to superior directives.
